How deep do the 
post-secondary 
budget cuts go? 


Classes set to resume. 

Analysis reveals 
program, faculty losses 
felt in all corners of 
the province 


Petros Kusmu, the president of 
the University of Alberta’s Stu¬ 
dents’ Union, is “unbelievably 
frustrated.” 

On Thursday, he met with 
administration to try to get 
some budget details he has 
been asking for, for more than 
a month. Not only did he not 
get the numbers he was look¬ 
ing for, he also found out 14 
years of public financial data 
was recently removed from the 
institution’s website. 

“We don’t feel like the 
institution is being transpar¬ 
ent at the moment and we’re 
hoping they rectify that,” 
Kusmu said, noting it’s hard 


to engage in budget conversa¬ 
tions without knowing budget 
details he believes students 
should be privy to. 

The meeting comes less 
than two weeks after the 
province’s deputy premier ap¬ 
pointed independent consult¬ 
ants to review the University of 
Alberta’s finances. 

Schools across the province 
are combating multi-million- 
dollar shortfalls after cuts to 
operating grants were an¬ 
nounced in the March budget. 

In recent weeks, Metro 
reviewed financial plans and 
consulted with representatives 
from the province’s 20 major 
universities, colleges and poly¬ 
technics to provide a compre¬ 
hensive overview of the total 
impact to the system to date. 

All told, schools plan to sus¬ 
pend or completely eliminate 
45 programs, close whole satel¬ 
lite campuses and community 
learning facilities, as well as 


trim faculty and staffing com¬ 
plements by more than 500 
positions. 

Student enrolment poses 
a different dilemma, as half of 
the schools analyzed will at¬ 
tempt to do more with less, 
bumping up enrolment by any¬ 
where from a marginal level 
to more than 10 per cent. A 
couple of institutions will basic¬ 
ally hold the line on students 
while six others will combine 
to cut learners on their respect¬ 
ive campuses by more than 
1,219 positions. 

When asked why he be¬ 
lieves the cuts varied so heav¬ 
ily from school to school, 
Advanced Education Minister 
Thomas Lulcaszulc said this 
year’s budget could serve as a 
“teachable moment” for the

When Deputy Premier Thomas 
Lukaszuk started using Twitter 
more than a year ago, he was a 
skeptic. Today, he has tweeted 
more than 8,000 times and has 
nearly 6,300 followers. 

Several times a day, when 
he has a free moments, Lukas¬ 
zuk pulls out his iPhone and 
scrolls through Twitter, brows¬ 
ing through feeds that are of 
interest, conversing with Al¬ 
bertans and sending informa¬ 
tion to students, stakeholders 
and media in an “unfiltered” 
way. 

“It serves the purpose that I 
choose to use it for,” says Lukas¬ 
zuk, the minister of enterprise

and advanced education. 

As students head back to 
class and institutions grapple 
with budget cuts, more Alber¬ 
tans are going on Twitter to dis¬ 
cuss post-secondary education. 

Mount Royal University 
political-science professor 
Duane Bratt says in addition 
to high levels of engagement 


with Lukaszuk, the #abpse 
hashtag is being used by pro¬ 
fessors from different depart¬ 
ments and universities — who 
wouldn’t normally be talking 
to each another — to share in¬ 
formation. 

“It’s veiy different. It’s an 
interesting dynamic that we’re 
seeing,” he says. 

There are professors who 
have created Twitter accounts 
simply to vent to the minis¬ 
ter, he says. “I don’t think it’s 
had any impact on policy but I 
think it has on dialogue.” 

At almost all hours of the 
day, Lukaszuk receives tweets 
from students and staff, in¬ 
cluding professors who list 
their job titles and full names 
alongside their account as well 
as anonymous users who tweet 
under pseudonyms. And not all 
of those tweets are nice. 

“There are individuals on 
Twitter who simply choose 
to be obstructive or insulting 
or demeaning, but you know 
what? My skin is a little thicker 
than that,” Lukaszuk said.

When central Edmonton resi¬ 
dents, particularly those in Oli¬ 
ver, caught wind of a planned 
strip mall for the former Mol- 
son brewery and Crosstown 
Motors land, they did every¬ 
thing right. 

They reached out to de¬ 
velopers First Capital and Sun 
Life with little spectacle and 
offered their likes and dislikes 
of the plan. When that failed, 
they consulted area residents, 
gathered their opinions and 
delivered that to the compan¬ 
ies. That failed too. 

So they contacted the city’s 
planning branch as well as 
Ward 6 councillor Jane Batty 
for support, only to see the 
unaltered plan sent to council 
chambers for zoning approval 
and then, in a final blow, see 
Batty voting against the wishes 
of her constituents. 

Not that she was alone. 

In what could be the first 
election issue of a landmark 
mayoral campaign, only one 
of the three councillors in the 
running, Don Iveson, asked 
the landowners to do better. 
The other two, along with 
eight other councillors, voted 
for the status quo. 

Given how indiscriminately 
Edmonton has shacked up 
with developers in the past, 
the 10-3 vote was unsurpris¬ 
ing. But that’s what’s most 
disappointing. We’ve been 
led to believe that Edmonton 
has entered a new chapter — 
the Good Enough Isn’t Good 
Enough Era — and yet nearly 
every page reads like the last. 

The Molson/Crosstown plan 
has some nice aspects, but its 


inward focus and vast parking 
resemble the suburbs more 
than downtown Edmonton. 

At Monday’s five-hour hear¬ 
ing, First Capital and Sun Life 
said a high-density, mixed-use 
site like the one residents re¬ 
quested was not viable, despite 
Oliver being the poster-child 
for a successful model. 

It’s a familiar angle. 

Years ago several specula¬ 
tors tried the same and of¬ 
fered to free Edmonton of an 
eyesore we now call 4th Street 
Promenade, but instead the 
City held out for investors who 
would appreciate its histoiy 
and charm. 

It’s since become the jewel 
of downtown. 

Of course, that requires a 
certain amount of risk that 
Molson’s owners would rather 
avoid. It’s their money, after 
all, so they should be able to do 
as they please. And changing 
plans could cost them a season 
of construction and $2 million, 
they told councillors. 

The message was clear, ap¬ 
prove this now or you’re stuck 
with an urban blight, which 
First Capital’s Ralph Huizinga 
compared to “Downtown Bei¬ 
rut.” 

It’s an ironic comparison. 

Much of the Lebanese cap¬ 
ital has been rebuilt from 
scratch in the last decade. 

And yet, when reshaping it, 
developers created something 
pedestrian-friendly that inte¬ 
grated with the existing street- 
scape, that’s accessible from 
all points, that’s iconic but still 
honours the pre-war colonial 
architecture. 

In other words, central Bei¬ 
rut is becoming the antithesis 
of what Molson/Crosstown 
will become and is much 
more in line with what resi¬ 
dents wanted.

Jaywalking is a lot like the clas¬ 
sic video game Frogger, only 
if something hits you while 
you’re jaywalking, you don’t 
respawn — unless, of course, 
you’re playing J. Walker. 

Responsible Hospitality Ed¬ 
monton has partnered with 
Sticks and Stones Marketing, 
an Edmonton-based company, 
to create a video game arcade 
cabinet to teach 18 to 24-year- 
olds about the dangers of cross¬ 
ing the street illegally. 

“Anything that can assist 
us in stopping some of the car¬ 
nage on Friday and Saturday 
night as a (result) of jaywalk¬ 
ing is fantastic for us,” said Sgt. 
Maurice Brodeur, who is elated 
that measures are being taken 
against jaywalking. 

The game dares players to 
cross a busy avenue, mimick¬ 
ing the popular Frogger arcade 
game. 


New strategy

Some 1,500 residential units 
worth a total of $627 million 
are slated for construction in 
Edmonton’s core area, accord¬ 
ing to the Downtown Business 
Association.

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Britain opts out of involvement 
in military action against Syria 


Stunning vote. With 
Britain out, following 
a vote by Parliament, 
the U.S. may still 
go it alone 


President Barack Obama on 
Thursday prepared for the 
possibility of launching uni¬ 
lateral American military ac¬ 
tion against Syria within days 
as Britain opted out in a stun¬ 
ning vote by Parliament. 

Facing skepticism at 
home, too, the administra¬ 
tion shared intelligence with 
lawmakers aimed at convin¬ 
cing them the Syrian govern¬ 
ment used chemical weapons 
against its people and must 
be punished. 

Despite roadblocks in 
forming an international co¬ 
alition, Obama appeared un¬ 
deterred and advisers said he 



would be willing to retaliate 
against Syria on his own. 

“The president of the 
United States is elected with 
the duty to protect the na¬ 
tional security interests in 


the United States of Amer¬ 
ica,” White House spokesman 
Josh Earnest said. 

Even before the vote in 
London, the U.S. was prepar¬ 
ing to act without formal 


authorization from the UN. 
Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron argued a militaiy strike 
would be legal, but he faced 
deep pressure from law¬ 
makers.

On military intervention... 


Canada is a 
‘reluctant 
convert': PM 

Canada has no plans for 
a military intervention in 
Syria but supports its allies 
who are contemplating 
forceful action against that 
countiy’s regime, Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
said Thursday. 

Harper admitted that 
lack of international action 
in light of the apparent use 
of chemical weapons would 
set an “extremely danger¬ 
ous precedent,” but added 
his government has been 
reluctant on the idea of a 
western strike. 

“Our government has 
been a veiy reluctant con- 


B vert to the 
idea that 
there needs 
to be some 
western 
military 
action 
regarding 
the Syrian 

situation,” he said Thursday 
in Toronto. 

“At the present time the 
government of Canada has 
no plans, we have no plans 
of our own to have a Can¬ 
adian military mission.” 

Harper said the conflict 
in Syria is “sectarian in na¬ 
ture” and doesn’t appear to 
have any “ideal or obvious 
outcomes” for a solution. 

He added that Canada 
stands behind other powers 
weighing the possibility of 
a mission, the Canadian press

Tories to introduce 
legislation aimed at 
keeping those who 
sexually exploit kids 
in prison longer 


Child sex offenders, particu¬ 
larly those who victimize sev¬ 
eral kids, could spend longer in 
prison under a range of harsher 
penalties proposed Thursday by 
the prime minister. 

The Conservative govern¬ 
ment plans to introduce legisla¬ 
tion this fall aimed at cracking 
down on people who sexually 
exploit children, Stephen Harp¬ 
er announced. 

“Sadly, there are truly evil 
people out there. The fact is we 
don’t understand them and we 
don’t particularly care to. We 
understand only that they must 
be dealt with,” Harper said at 
an event in Toronto. 

“To protect our children

we must create a justice sys¬ 
tem that is more responsive 
to victims and especially more 
responsive to children and to 
the families of children who 
have been victimized by sexual 
predators.” 

A main plank of the pro¬ 
posed amendments would 
see people convicted of more 
than one such offence serve 
their sentences consecutively, 
rather than the current system 
in which sentences are served 
concurrently. 

Lianna McDonald, executive 
director of the Canadian Centre 
for Child Protection, said when 
a sex offender has abused sever¬ 


al children, the sentences don’t 
seem like enough. 

“In many cases where one 
individual might have multiple 
victims the sentence has not 
to date adequately reflect the 
number of those victims,” she 
said after the announcement. 

“For some victims in some 


circumstances it may not even 
seem that what happened to 
them really mattered in terms 
of the totality of the sentence.” 

The proposed law would 
also increase minimum and 
maximum penalties for child 
sexual offences.

Among them was 
high-profile singer Hyon 
Song-wol, a rumoured former 
lover of the Supreme Leader 
Kim Jong-un, with many ob¬ 
servers suggesting she paid 
the ultimate price for causing 
embarrassment. 

Her case is typical of a cul¬ 
ture of sleaze surrounding the 
leader, North Korean sources 
told Metro. “Kim Jong-un 
met and fell in love with Ms. 
Hyon at a ‘Joy Squad’ party,” 
a former regime official from 
Pyongyang said. “She accom¬ 


panied Kim Jong-un on his 
business trips to rural areas to 
spend romantic time alone.” 

The affair did not last long 
and the leader now has two 
“official” women, the insider 
said, despite the recent birth 
of a son by Ri Sol-ju, a musi¬ 
cian with whom Kim has been 
able to cultivate a modern im¬ 
age. The source said Ri suffers 
from jealousy, and described 
a recent party in which she 
threw a glass at Kim. 

The “Joy Squad” is a notori¬ 
ous institution that is part of 


the Kim family dynasty. “They 
were royal palaces full of mas¬ 
seurs, dancers, musicians, 
prostitutes and exotic foreign 
imports,” Jasper Beckett, North 
Korea expert and author of 
Rogue Regime, told Metro. 

“It’s veiy likely that Kim 
Jong-un has continued like 
his father, who had numer¬ 
ous wives and mistresses. 
His grandfather would drive 
around town and pick up any 
woman he wanted — you 
could have a hierarchy of wife, 
official mistress, mistress.”

Prosecutor 
a no-show as 
detained Canadians 
fight for release 

Two Canadian men being 
held in Egypt remained 
behind bars Thursday with 
no word on their possible 
release. 

Lawyers representing 
Tarek Loubani and John

Red flash after red flash lit up a 
real-time map of British Colum¬ 
bia as reports came in. 

A record dry-spell in July 
meant that on Aug. 2, most of the 
province was under an “extreme” 
wildfire danger rating. 

People in the outdoors weren’t 
allowed any open flame or camp¬ 
fires and already-frowned-upon 
behaviour — such as casually 
flicking a cigarette — was now 
criminal. 


But on this day, Mother Nature 
was the one doing the damage. A 
hundred new wildfires were re¬ 
corded as the first storm system 
in more than a month swept 
through southern B.C., its flashes 
of lightning igniting the parched, 
tinder-diy forests overnight. 

The Heatseekers Unit of Pem¬ 
berton’s Fire Attack Base — lo¬ 
cated just north of Whistler in 
the province’s Coastal Fire Centre 
— had preloaded one of its three 
helicopters stationed at the base. 

Armed with axes, shovels, 
chainsaws and hoses, the 20- 
man unit was ready to rush into 
nature’s inferno at a moment’s 
notice. 

Just not at this particular mo¬ 
ment. 

While crews were attacking 
fires throughout the province, 
the remnants of the previous 


night’s storm made it impossible 
for Pemberton units to get clear¬ 
ance to fly in the morning, with 
the imposing Mount Currie next 
to the airfield completely ob¬ 
scured by the cloud cover. 

“There’s a lot of anticipation 
in fire season. Sometimes the 
hardest part is not being on fires,” 
says Heatseekers unit supervisor 
Joe Lax, 34, whose flat-brimmed 
baseball cap and youthful ap¬ 
pearance mask years of extensive 
wildfire experience. 

It’s only the hardest part if you 
don’t think too much about the 
long days covered in dirt while 
working furiously with heavy 
equipment to contain a hellish 
blaze as it spreads from one tree- 
top to another overhead. It’s not 
a job for the easily intimidated, or 
for those afraid to get dirt under 
their fingernails (and just about 


eveiywhere else). 

“There’s a bit of gloiy to it, but 
most times it’s just getting dirty. 
It’s not easy on the body,” says 
Lax. “We are in there for the long 
haul, start to finish. 

“Sometimes we go in there 
and establish hose lays, we do a 
lot of bum-off with drip torches 
to mitigate the fuel between us 
and the fire. We do line locate for 
heavy machinery to build guard 
around bigger fires and go right 
down to mop-up, where we use 
pulaskis and dig up smoldering 
debris on the ground and put it 
out.” 

Given the job description, it’s 
no wonder the majority of the 
red shirts toiling away at Pember¬ 
ton Fire Attack Base seem to be 
extremely fit outdoorsmen and 
women in their 20s and 30s. 

They’re full on energy, jokes 
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and a dash of bravado at home 
base — the last of which goes out 
the window as soon as they arrive 
on the doorstep of a raging wild¬ 
fire. 

It’s all about safety (first and 
foremost), structure and profes¬ 
sionalism. 

“There’s a huge sense of re¬ 
sponsibility,” says Lax. “You’re 
working within the public trust. 
There’s always excitement when 
you fly in to a fire for the first time 
but your headspace has to be all 
about having a plan and working 
together. For most guys, they just 
want to get out there and go to 
work. Fear doesn’t enter into it.” 

Listening to Heatseelcers de¬ 
scribe running headfirst into a 
wildfire is less Hollywood and 
more tax audit: Technical, serious 
and, surprisingly, a bit dull. 

A wildfire may seem like pure 


chaos to the untrained soul, but 
eveiy crew member that attacks 
one has a highly detailed game 
plan before they ever set out on 
a call. 

They’re in constant communi¬ 
cation and each firefighter knows 
the nature of the fire, the weather 
and wind conditions, what the 
topography is and where exits are 
if things ever get unmanageable. 

Wildfire co-ordination officers 
Toni Large and Rob Dombrowsky 
— the elder statesmen on base — 
make sure of it. 

The two run the daily briefings 
and set up the plans for crews 
heading into the wild. 

As the ones responsible for 
their crew’s safety, they were hit 
as hard as anyone when news 
broke that 19 members of the 
Granite Mountain Hotshots in Ari¬ 
zona (the American equivalent of 


the Heatseelcers) died after being 
entrapped by a wildfire June 30. 

“We have 20-person crews. We 
know eveiy one of these people. 
We lunch with them, we talk, we 
have interpersonal relationships 
with all of them. To have some¬ 
thing like that happen ... our 
hearts go out to all of them; it’s a 
terrible thing,” says Dombrowsky. 

The disaster sparked a prov¬ 
ince-wide safety review. 

“We had a safety meeting 
with our supervisors to discuss 
LACES (see sidebar) and fatigue 
management,” says Large. “It was 
an opportunity for us to remind 
ourselves of the safety program. 
Responder safety is first. We have 
procedures in place for a reason, 
to avoid that kind of entrapment.” 

“They have to come home at 
the end of the day,” adds Dom¬ 
browsky.

Think you’ve got what 
it takes to go to blazes? 


Have you got enough fire in 
your belly to become a wild¬ 
land firefighter? 

You’re going to need a lot 
more than that. 

It’s one of the toughest, 
meanest, most dangerous 
jobs in the country, so the 
people who take it on have to 
be the veiy best. 

The test for qualifying as 
a wildland firefighter has the 
snappy title of the Canadian 
Physical Performance Ex¬ 
change Standard. It’s short¬ 
ened to the code WFX-FIT and 
that translates into one word: 
Sweat. 

“It’s no picnic,” is the veiy 
direct warning in the Ministiy 
of Natural Resources guide to

qualifying. One training com¬ 
pany’s guide sums it up: “The 
job is the test and the test is 
the job.” It’s all based on the 
real world and the real world 
is tough. 

Here’s the challenge: 

After passing a stringent 
medical before they can even 
tiy out, candidates take on a 
40-metre circuit at one of six 
training centres in Northern 
Ontario. 

First they do it with a 
28.5 kg pump on their back 
— four times around the 40 
metres, including a steep 
ramp each time. Then they 
repeat it twice with the pump 
in their arms. Then they grab 
a 25 kg pack with hoses and 
carry it for a kilometre. Yes, 
a kilometre, plus the ramp 
every 20 metres. That means 
50 hills to conquer.

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Netflix makes

Video-streaming 
service tests its ideas 
on viewers, whether 
they realize it or not 


Want to be a guinea pig for 
Netflix, get early access to 
new features and help shape 
how the video-streaming ser¬ 
vice grows and evolves? 

If you’re a relatively new 
subscriber, you may already 
be a beta tester. Or perhaps 
you used to be. 

At any given time, Netflix 
is conducting hundreds of 
tests across its website and 
other platforms. Some are 
based on bold new ideas and 
are immediately obvious to 
its test subjects, while others 
are being run invisibly be¬ 
neath the user interface. 

Users who have been with 
Netflix since the company 
launched in Canada in Sep¬ 
tember 2010 aren’t likely to 
be in on the testing, but new¬ 
er members almost certainly 
are, whether they realize it or 
not, said Netflix’s chief prod¬ 
uct officer Neil Hunt. 

“One of our limited re¬ 
sources is users to try out

$6.3B US. Calgary-based 
airline looked at planes 
from Bombardier and 
Airbus, but opts for 65 
Boeing 737 MAX aircraft 


Westjet Airlines considered 
buying Bombardier’s new 
CSeries aircraft and Airbus’ re¬ 
engined aircraft but opted to 
expand its fleet by purchasing 
65 Boeing 737 MAX aircraft, 
worth $6.3 billion US at current 
list prices. 

The airline said it has signed 
a letter of intent for 40 737 
MAX 8s and 25 of the smaller 
737 MAX 7s with an ability to 
upgrade the order to the larger 
737 MAX 9 aircraft. 

Deliveries of the new MAX 
aircraft are expected to start in 
September 2017 and continue 
for a decade. 

“We are proud to continue 


our long-standing relationship 
with Boeing and are thrilled 
that we will be among the first 
North American airlines to fly 
the new 737 MAX in its first 
year of commercial operation,” 
stated CEO Gregg Saretsky. 

The planes will have more 
fuel-efficient engines and a 
new interior design, including 
larger overhead bins. Although 
it didn’t engage in a formal bid¬ 
ding process, the Calgaiy-based 
airline said it looked at the 
CSeries and A320. 

“At the end of the day, the 
piece that excited us about the 
Boeing MAX is the commonal¬ 
ity with what we have today,” 
spokesman Robert Palmer said 
in an interview. Despite being 
powered by new CFM engines, 
the MAX will have a 70 per cent 
commonality with Westjet’s 
existing 737 Next Generation 
fleet, which will save on train¬ 
ing for pilots, flight attendants 
and mechanics.

Movie embraces 
the moral greys 


Ender’s Game. Teen 
novel-turned-film 
bucks the trend of 
good and evil tales 


These days, movies for teens 
tend to revel in dichotomies — 
the black-and-white simplicity 
of good versus evil. 

With Ender’s Game, the 
hotly anticipated adaptation 
of the seminal sci-fi novel, 
director Gavin Hood is ex¬ 
cited by the opportunity to 
explore the moral greys. 

“Some films masquerade 
as dealing with moral com¬ 
plexity, but in fact, for me, 
cop out a little by never 
putting the protagonist in a 
truly morally complex situa¬ 
tion,” Hood said in a recent 
interview at the pop culture 
fest known as Fan Expo Can¬ 
ada. 

“There are films we can 
think of where, yes, the pro¬ 
tagonist kills people, but 
actually all the people they 



kill are bad or awful in some 
way, (without) that moment 
of really having to face up to 
the grey zone — that place 
where you ask, Am I capable 
of doing something morally 
repugnant because I believe 
it’s for a greater good?’ 

“I think that young 
people are far smarter than 
we give them credit for. 


they’re capable of really in¬ 
tense conversation. ... At the 
heart of it, (Ender’s Game) is 
a powerful character-driven 
story about a complicated 
character who’s not neces¬ 
sarily likable all the time, 
and that’s a tricky thing for 
a mainstream movie.” 

Ender’s Game tells the 
stoiy of a boy named Ender 
Wiggin, who shows prodi¬ 
gious militaiy gifts and is 
thrust into an intense train¬ 
ing program to command 
fleets and combat a potential 
alien threat against a dimin¬ 
ished, futuristic Earth. After 
years of scrapped screen¬ 
plays, the film version finally 
got underway in 2009 but 
only landed a distribution 
deal in 2011. 

“As much as people 
were drawn to the complex 
themes, they also feared 
them,” Hood says. “It’s an in¬ 
teresting challenge bringing 
the book to the screen.” 

The film is set to open in 
Canadian theatres Nov. 1.

’N Sync’s not the only boy 
band making news this week.

In just three short years, 
Hariy Styles, Liam Payne, 
Niall Horan, Louis Tomlinson 
and Zayn Malik have taken 
over the world. 

One Direction: This Is Us 
gives fans inside access to the 
young men, touching upon 
eveiything from their goofy 
personalities to their fears 
about a life in showbiz. Based 
on a press conference we at¬ 
tended with the lads on Satur¬ 
day, here’s a primer on what 
to expect from the film. 

Their X Factor auditions 

It’s hard to believe that just 
three years ago, One Direc¬ 
tion didn’t even exist. Direc¬ 
tor Morgan Spurlock (yes, 
that Morgan Spurlock) brings 
you back to 2010, when the 
much younger looking guys 
first stepped up to the plate 
to audition for Simon Cowell 
on The X Factor. After each 


boy was cut as a solo act from 
the show, Cowell decided to 
put them together and have 
them continue the competi¬ 
tion as a group. They didn’t 
take home the crown that 
season, but they did promise 
fans that their elimination 
wouldn’t be the end of One 
Direction — and they were 
right. 

Hardcore fans 

One D fans — or Directioners, 
as they call themselves — are 
eveiywhere in the film, and 
that was intentional, Payne 
says. 

“The film is definitely 
about getting across the stoiy 
of the fans and the way that 
the fans definitely made this 


band,” he said. 

Watch as herds of young 
girls scream and cry around 
the world for a glimpse at 
Hariy, Liam, Niall, Louis and 
Zayne. 

Tons of concert footage 

Whether or not you’re into 
the group, you’ll be treated to 
a concert of theirs when you 
take in the 3D film. Hardcore 
fans can sing along to Little 
Things, Change My Mind and 
other album tracks, whereas 
even the most casual fan can 
hum along to What Makes 
You Beautiful. 

A look at their home lives 

It’s certainly been a whirl¬ 
wind of a ride for these five 


boys, but what’s the effect 
been like on their families? 

You’ll find out in the 
movie, thanks to interviews 
with the guys’ parents. In one 
touching scene, Malik is on 
the phone with his mom as 
she tours the house her son 
has bought her. 

Both sides of their conver¬ 
sation — Malik on the phone 
in an empty room, and his 
mom talking to her from the 
new house — are juxtaposed, 
giving the audience real-time 
footage of that special mo¬ 
ment in their lives. 

“It was amazing, obvious¬ 
ly, to see that, and it’s amaz¬ 
ing that we have that on foot¬ 
age,” Malik says. “I’ll have 
that piece of footage on tape 


and that’s something I’ll keep 
quite close.” 

The recording process 

In one scene, Malik has just 
dozed off to sleep on the bus 
when he’s awoken by his 
music writing partner to re¬ 
cord a bridge for a new song 
in the wee hours of the mor¬ 
ning. 

The film took place while 
the guys recorded their third 
album, and Payne says it 
came with its challenges. 

“I don’t think the song¬ 
writing was the hardest,” he 
says. “I think in terms of the 
way that we recorded it be¬ 
ing on the road, and it being 
quite a rush — that was the 
hard part.” 


Not in the film 


What you won’t see. 


• Their love lives. Spurlock 
says that in order to keep 
the film’s focus on the 
boys and their career, 
personal relationships 
were left out of the 
movie. “When we have 
our free time, like when 
we had a week at home 
or whatever, the cameras 
weren't with us there,” 
Tomlinson says. 


• Spurlock feeding them 
hamburgers. Though the 
director has presented 
provocative material 
in the past (Super Size 
Me, The Greatest Movie 
Ever Sold) this film is in 
a much lighter category. 
It's a straightforward 
look at the band, in a 
style similar to other 
concert films of recent 
years, like Katy Perry's 
and Justin Bieber’s — 
both films that Spurlock 
was offered to direct. 
After passing on both for 
scheduling reasons, he 
told reporters on Satur¬ 
day that he couldn't miss 
a third opportunity to 
follow one of the biggest 
artists of the day around 
with his camera.

Citrus marinades 

Citrus juices are fairly acidic, 
which means they permeate 
and tenderize food quickly. 

They work great as a base 
for marinades that you want to 
throw together just before din¬ 
ner. For seafood, marinate for 
up to 30 minutes; chicken and 
steak can handle up to 2 hours. 

Chipotle-Lime: Juice and zest 
of 2 limes, 2 tablespoons adobo 
sauce and 1 minced chipotle 
chib from a can of chipotles in 
adobo sauce, 2 cloves minced 
garlic, a hefty pinch of salt. 


Orange-Cumin: Juice and zest of 
1 orange, 1 tablespoon ground 
cumin, 1 teaspoon chili pow¬ 
der, 1 teaspoon garlic powder, 
a hefty pinch of salt. Try with 
haddock or chicken breasts. 

Lemon-Herb: Juice and zest of 
1 lemon, 1 tablespoon Italian 
herb blend, 1 teaspoon ground 
black pepper, hefty pinch of 
salt. Good on salmon or chick¬ 
en thighs. 

Vinaigrette marinades 

Because vinegar is so aggres¬ 
sive, you’ll want to temper it 
with oil. This helps cany the 
flavour into the food, as well 
as prevent the flavours from 
becoming too jarring. For fish, 
seafood and vegetables, marin¬ 
ate for 30 minutes and to up 
to 2 hours. For chicken, steak 
and pork, you can go for up to 
8 hours. 


Garlic-Balsamic: 2 tablespoons 
olive oil, 2 tablespoons bal¬ 
samic vinegar, 4 cloves minced 
garlic, hefty pinch salt. Try with 
pork loin or steak tips. 

Spicy Hoison: 2 tablespoons 
rice vinegar, 2 tablespoons hoi- 
sin sauce, 1 tablespoon vege¬ 
table oil, 1 teaspoon red pepper 
flakes, 1 teaspoon five-spice 
powder. Try on chicken tenders 
or scallops. 

Maple-Soy: 2 tablespoons soy 
sauce, 3 tablespoons apple 
cider vinegar, 2 tablespoons 
maple syrup. Try with pork ten¬ 
derloin medallions or cod. 

Wine marinades 

Wine is a great base for subtle 
marinades. Because they have a 
softer flavour than citrus or vin¬ 
egar, you can use them to high¬ 
light other flavours. These mar¬ 


inades work especially well for 
hearty vegetables and meats. 
Marinate from 30 minutes to 
overnight. 

Red Wine-Rosemary: 1/4 cup 
red wine, 1 tablespoon olive 
oil, hefty pinch each of salt and 
black pepper, 1 large stem rose- 
maiy, chopped. Try with porto- 
bello mushrooms. 

White Wine-Mustard: 1/4 cup 
dry white wine, 3 tablespoons 
Dijon mustard, 1 tablespoon 
vegetable oil, hefty pinch each 
salt and black pepper. Great 
with chicken or eggplant. 

Raspbeny-Ginger: 1/4 cup 

sweet red wine, 1/4 cup seedless 
raspberry jam, 1 tablespoon 
vegetable oil, 2 tablespoons 
grated ginger, hefty pinch each 
salt and black pepper. Try on

Ingredients 


• 6 large ears of corn (3 with

$765M to settle 
concussion cases 

The NFL agreed to pay 
more than three-quarters 
of a billion dollars to settle 
lawsuits from thousands 
of former players who de¬ 
veloped dementia or other 
concussion-related health 
problems they say were 
caused by the veiy on-field 
violence that fuelled the 
game’s rise to popularity 
and profit. 

The settlement, 
unprecedented in sports, 
was announced Thursday 
after two months of court- 
ordered mediation and is 
subject to approval by a 
federal judge. 

The majority of the 
$765-million settlement 
will go to compensat¬ 
ing athletes with certain 
neurological ailments, plus 
plaintiffs’ attorney fees.
